£ 800 k playground 
‘could face closure’

THE manager of a ‘flagship’ adven¬ 
ture playground which cost 
£800,000 claims it is facing closure - 
just 16 months after it opened. 

Katie Chambers, who works for 
charity Children’s Links at Hart Hill 
Adventure Playground, in Haddon 
Road, Luton, says it has only enough 
money to remain open until the end 
of June. 

Luton Borough Council said there 
was ‘no intention’ to close the facility, 
but that it was working with the char¬ 
ity to ‘identify future funding options’. 

But Miss Chambers claims that, if no 


alternative funding is secured, all of 
the facilities on the site, including the 
outdoor adventure playground, large 
hall and multi-use sports pitch, will 
have to close. The playground has 
already cut its opening hours in an 
attempt to save money, but to no avail. 

The construction of the playground 
was given the go-ahead after the coun¬ 
cil was awarded £1.4 million after 
becoming a Wave 2 Play Pathfinder 
authority in October 2008. 

At the time the funding was 
received, a council agenda read: 
‘Luton currently has no adventure 
play provision. Play Pathfinder capital 
funding in the region of £800,000 cap¬ 
ital will be allocated to the design and 
build of a flagship adventure play¬ 
ground.’ Money from this total was 


also allocated to fund the team of play 
rangers needed to staff the site, which 
is managed by Children’s Links. 

Play co-ordinator Miss Chambers 
said: “It would be awful if the facility 
had to close as we can have anything 
up to 100 children visiting the play¬ 
ground per day 

“We had a meeting with the council 
two weeks ago where we were told 
our funding was being cut and they 
have been very helpful in assisting us 
in sourcing alternative money 

“At the moment we’re trying to stay 
positive and arrange fundraising 
events, and have a street party event 
taking place on Tuesday between 
lpm-4pm.” 

Liberal Democrat leader, David 
Franks said: “Closing this facility is 


not a possibility. I’m working with 
members of the council on ways to 
ensure the facility stays open, which 
I’m sure it will. 

“To close this facility would not only 
be an extraordinary waste of money 
and would have a detrimental effect 
on the young people in the communi¬ 
ty who need a space like this. 

“It is a fantastic facility and one that 
needs to remain open.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
Government has cut funding to play 
facilities nationally, which will have 
an impact on Hart Hill, but the coun¬ 
cil has no intention to close the facili¬ 
ty However we do need to identify 
with Children's Link future funding 
options so we can work together on 
the way forward.” 


Man pleads 
not guilty to 
assault charge 

A MAN arrested in connection 
with an assault on a woman 
this week has pleaded not 
guilty. 

On Tuesday, Anan Mahjid 
Basharat, 19, was charged 
with assault by battery, 
which sparked protests by 
hundreds of members of the 
Sikh community outside 
Luton Police Station that 
evening. 

The following day he 
appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court and 
pleaded not guilty to the 
offence. 

He was granted bail on the 
condition that he stays away 
from Luton, adheres to a 
curfew between 7pm and 
7am, and is not to contact 
anyone connected with the 
case. 

Mr Basharat will reappear 
before magistrates on 
August 6.

Man found guilty after summer riots 


A MAN has been convicted of 
offences relating to the firing of 
shots at police officers and a 
force helicopter during last 
summer’s riots. 

Wayne Collins [pictured), of 
Luton, was found guilty of riot, 
reckless arson and possession 
of a firearm in connection with 
disorder in Newtown, 
Birmingham. 

The 25-year-old was one of 
five - the other four of whom 
were from in and around 
Birmingham - to be found guilty 
of the same three offences by 
the jury on Friday following a 


five week trial. A 17-year-old 
from Aston was convicted of 
riot and reckless arson but 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

Members of the jury at 
Birmingham Crown Court are 
currently considering a verdict 
on a second 17-year-old also 
from Aston. 

A 20-year-old man was found 
not guilty on all counts. 

The trial began on April 23 and 
lasted five weeks before the 
jury returned the guilty verdicts. 
The men are due to be 
sentenced at a later date. 


‘Mystery’ developers reveal 
plans for 500 new homes

SECRECY surrounds plans to 
increase the size of a village by a 
fifth - with developers refusing to 
reveal their identity. 

A proposal to build 500 homes in 
Barton-le-Clay along with a retail 
centre, middle school, retirement 
village, 200-bedroom country hotel 
and petrol station, among other 
facilities, was announced this week. 

Leaflets have been distributed 
regarding public exhibitions which 
will be held on Thursday and 
Friday between 4pm-7.30pm at St 
Nicholas Church Hall, in Church 
Road, to allow visitors to ask ques¬ 
tions about and comment on the 
plans for land north of Higham 
Road. 

While no planning application 
has been made, should any be 
approved in the future it would see 


the number of homes increase to 
3,000 - a rise of 20 per cent. 

Bedford-based DLP Consulting 
Group said it would not release the 
name of the developers until the 
date of the exhibitions at the earli¬ 
est, and maybe not even then. 

DLP spokesman Matthew 

Turnbull also said he could not say 
how much the proposed develop¬ 
ment - which also involves 
‘employment land’, gym and leisure 
facilities, allotments and ‘associat¬ 
ed open space and infrastructure’ - 
might cost, or how large an area it 
might take up, as the plans were 
still ‘at the very early stages’. 

He said: “We don’t want people to 
run with it and take the wrong idea 
before seeing the proposals. That’s 
why we want people to come to the 
exhibition. We can’t say who the 
developers are, to respect their pri¬ 
vacy. 

“There’s nowhere you can get 


more information. We want to let 
the people know and give them a 
chance to comment. We’ll do fur¬ 
ther exhibitions further down the 
line. We didn’t want people getting 
drip-fed information.” 

Kerri Kilby, assistant clerk at 
Barton-le-Clay Parish Council, 
said: “This is the developers put¬ 
ting out the feelers to see how resi¬ 
dents feel about it. 

“It might not go ahead, it might be 
fewer homes, it might be more. 

“Until any plans go in, the parish 
council cannot comment on it. We 
know as much as the villagers 
know. There’s a lot of speculation 
going around the village.” 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Ian 
Shingler, who represents Barton-le- 
Clay ward, said: “The first I heard 
about it was a leaflet that dropped 
through my door on Thursday. It’s 
difficult to say more before I see 
more details.” 


Airport expansion plans could be delayed 


THE proposed expansion of the 
airport faces delays with its initial 
application still not being submit¬ 
ted - more than six weeks later than 
expected. 

London Luton Airport Limited 
(LLAL) announced earlier this year 
that it wanted to increase passen¬ 
ger numbers to 18 million a year. 


It completed a consultation 
process with residents in Luton in 
March. According to its first 
announcements, LLAL was to put 
in a planning application in by the 
end of April to Luton Borough 
Council, which on Friday said there 
had been no submission as yet. 

Last week LLAL denied claims by 


Hertfordshire County Council it 
wanted to increase capacity to 30 
million, saying that was not on the 
cards ‘for the time being’. 

Ian Burns, of Four 
Communications speaking on 
behalf of LLAL, said: “There is no 
delay. We will be in a position to say 
something later next week.”

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Missing jug: TV appeal 
and MP calls for debate

THE appeal for the return of the Wenlok 
jug has been widened after a 
Bedfordshire Police officer appeared on 
Crimewatch and Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker applied to have a debate in 
Parliament. 

The medieval item was stolen from a 
high security display cabinet at 
Stockwood Discovery Centre, Luton on 
Saturday, May 12 between 11-11.25pm. 

Detective Sergeant Barry Towson, who 
is leading the investigation, appeared on 
the BBC One programme, Crimewatch, 
on Thursday to appeal for information 
and share CCTV images of the person 
responsible for the burglary. 

Also this week, MP Gavin Shuker made 
an application which, if successful, 
would allow a 90-minute discussion in 
Parliament on the significance of the jug 
and its disappearance. 

He said: “The theft of the Wenlok Jug is 
a great loss for us here in Luton. Its histo¬ 
ry is rooted here in Bedfordshire, and the 
jug has stood as a proud asset to Luton’s 
culture. 

“I know that Bedfordshire police and 
our local community have been working 
hard to raise the profile of this theft in 
order to secure its return. 

“I feel it is important that we keep up 
the pressure on this. 

“That’s why I have applied for a debate on 


the Wenlok Jug - to raise awareness beyond 
Bedfordshire’s borders and hopefully work 
toward the return of the royal treasure.’ 

A £25,000 reward from insurance com¬ 
pany Zurich has already been offered for 
the return of the Wenlok Jug, if it is in a 
’reasonable’ condition. 

The jug is a very rare example of metal¬ 
work that can be associated with royalty 
from the 1400s. It is made of bronze and 
is 31.5cm in height, weighs 6.1kgs and is 


decorated with coats of arms, badges and 
is inscribed with the words ‘MY LORD 
WENLOK’. 

Anyone with information about the 
identity of the man or the whereabouts of 
the jug can contact Bedfordshire Police, 
in confidence, on 101 or text information 
to 07786 200011. 

Alternatively, you can contact the inde¬ 
pendent charity Crimestoppers, anony¬

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Schools miss out on 
money for buildings

TWO primary schools will not 
receive vital funds for essential 
repair and renovation work after 
missing out on the Government’s 
Priority School Building 
Programme (PSBP). 

Stopsley and Denbigh Primary 
Schools, along with Stopsley High 
School, applied for part of the £2 
billion fund set-up to rebuild 
schools in serious disrepair but 
only Stopsley High was successful. 

The failures leave primary 
school pupils facing the prospect 
of continuing their education in 
an environment detrimental to 
their learning. 

Kim Hall, headteacher of 
Stopsley Community Primary, 
said: “We are clearly very disap¬ 
pointed that our school has not 
been included in the Government’s 
Priority Building Programme. 

“We have allocated funds from 
our own resources but these are 
insufficient to deal with the sub¬ 
stantial amount of work needed 
to rectify some long term struc¬ 
tural weaknesses. 

“The local authority and the 


school have worked closely to 
ensure basic repairs have been 
tackled. However, children’s 
learning could be adversely 
affected if these important struc¬ 
tural weaknesses remain.” 

Also disappointed was the head¬ 
teacher of Denbigh Primary, 
Lynne McMulkin. 

Ms McMulkin said the school 
had already spent 'in excess of 
£300,000 from our revenue budg¬ 
et this year alone on upgrading 
and modernising the school 
building. This does not include 
capital work expenditure’. 

She added: “We are extremely 


disappointed that Denbigh 
Primary has not been included in 
the Government’s Priority 
Building Programme. 

“Governors have been cam¬ 
paigning for many years for 
financial support to improve the 
learning environment for our 
school community. 

“The school was earmarked for 
a rebuild under the previous 
Government’s Primary Capital 
Programme. However, the pro¬ 
gramme was withdrawn by the 
current Coalition Government. 

“To lose out again is a double 
blow for the school community.”

Avoid hospital A&E over 
the weekend, says NHS 

NHS bosses are advising people to avoid A&E over the 
Jubilee weekend just weeks after it was revealed that 
GP practices are being paid not to refer patients to 
hospitals or specialists. 

Bedfordshire and Luton NHS Trust is asking patients 
to consider alternatives, such as local pharmacies, 
NHS Direct and walk-in centres rather than making a 
trip to accident and emergency waiting rooms. 

This comes after Luton on Sunday revealed that 56 
GP practices in Bedfordshire could receive up to 
£21,000 extra for referring fewer people to hospitals as 
part of a new incentive scheme being rolled out by 
Bedfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG). 

Bedfordshire GP and chairman of Bedfordshire 
CCG, Dr Paul Hassan, said: “A&E departments can get 
very busy during bank holiday periods, as people are 
often not sure of the suitable alternatives available 
when their GP surgery is closed. 

“Our message is to please only use A&E services or 
dial 999 in life threatening emergency situations, for 
example chest pain or heavy bleeding.”

Job title change 
fall-out at council

PLANS to change the name of the 
role of Dunstable's Town Clerk has 
caused a stir as it breaks with tradi¬ 
tion. 

Town mayor Pat Staples proposed 
altering the title of the council’s top 
position to Executive Town Clerk, 
but some councillors are unhappy 
as it is a well established part of 
Dunstable. 

Cllr Staples’ plan was rejected by 
the town council’s Finance and 
General Purposes Committee’s 15 
members in March, but it will now 
go before full council on June 25. 

At that meeting, the town clerk 
himself, David Ashlee (pictured), 
may even present a report explain¬ 
ing why the role name should be 
changed. The town council is cur¬ 
rently taking legal advice as to 
whether this would be ‘appropriate’. 

But, if he does get the chance to 
put his case, he will have to con¬ 
vince those councillors who do not 
want the role title to lose any of its 
historic nature. 

Conservative Cllr Staples said: 
“I’ve been on the council for three 
years and a lot of the changes are 
down to David. 

“He’s an excellent town clerk. He 
worked over Creasey Park football 
pitches and community centre, we 
now have a thriving theatre, and the 
bypass will help the High Street. 

“Dunstable is steeped in tradition 
and history is our strongest asset. 



Some councillors like the name of 
the town clerk’s role as it is. That’s 
their prerogative. If it comes to a 
vote, we will have a show of hands.” 

Cllr Staples said the proposed 
name change has nothing to do 
with changing his salary, which is 
between £64,122 and £69,103. 

She added: “When you look at the 
job description, it is now far beyond 
that. I want the best for Dunstable. 
He’s earned it.” 

Independent Cllr Julian Murray 
said: “I don’t see why anyone should 
suddenly have a jumped-up name 
just because someone feels better 
about it. Call it what it is. The role 
has not changed, and I’ve been on 
the town council many years. 

“I suspect this may be a way to try to 
engineer a salary increase, with the 
current freeze on council staff pay.”

MORE than half of all police 
units will be merged with other 
forces by the end of the summer. 

Bedfordshire Police is currently 
combining its Counter-Terrorism 
and Road Policing services with 
Hertfordshire and 

Cambridgeshire Constabularies 
to help save money. 

Those collaborations are 
expected to be complete in the 
next three months, meaning 50- 
55 per cent of the force is working 
with the corresponding depart¬ 
ments from neighbouring forces 
after the creation of the Major 
Crime Unit in 2007 and the merg¬ 
ing of dog, scientific services, pro¬ 
fessional standards, legal services 
units. 

This week it was also revealed 
Beds Police’s HR, finance and ICT 



units could be outsourced in 
future as part of a joint recom¬ 
mendation made with the chief 
constables of Herts and Cambs. 

But Peter Conniff (pictured), 
who this week was elected as 


chairman of watchdog 
Bedfordshire Police Authority for 
the eighth year, said there are no 
plans to merge with another 
force. 

He said: “We are still talking 
about the Counter-Terrorism 
Unit and we need to go to the 
other police authorities in the 
future, but security it is very con¬ 
fidential. It would make a signifi¬ 
cant improvement and save 
money. 

“What won’t be merged is the 
front-line and neighbourhood 
policing. These operations need 
to remain local. There are no 
plans in place to merge them. 

“So far, the performance in 
Bedfordshire has continued to 
improve, and in most areas this 
has been considerable, and we’re 
quite pleased with that. 

“But there is no question of 
merging forces in the near future.”

T HERE were two ambitions 
all youngsters once held at 
the top of their priorities. 
One was to leave home, the 
other to learn to drive. 

Both seemed to have waned 
quite dramatically in recent 
years. Leaving home was not 
necessarily because there was 
friction between youngsters 
and their parents - although 
that was sometimes the case. 

It was about having the free¬ 
dom to run one’s own life, with¬ 
out being told what to wear,

To have your own flat, or even 
bedsit, gave a sense of freedom 
unlike almost anything else 
before or since. And part of that 
was also having your own ‘set of 
wheels’, as the expression of the 
day called it. Not only could 
you run your own life and come 
and go as you pleased, you had 
a car or motorbike to come and 
go as you pleased in. Perfect 
happiness. 

But over the past few years all 
this has changed. Bigger houses, 
with central heating, TVs and 
computers in every room make 
it possible for your average

young person to have a bedsit 
without ever leaving home. 

More liberal parents interfere 
less in the haircut, dress and 
comings and goings of their 
children - the present Mrs Lowe 
excepted. 

Frozen food and the ubiqui¬ 
tous takeaways often make the 
family meal a thing of the past 
and front door keys are handed 
out like confetti. 

None of the pain of what liv¬ 
ing at home used to be and 
none of the cost of living alone. 

So the chances of getting rid 
of your kids and letting the bed¬ 
rooms out to central European 
plumbers become more and 
more remote. 

Along with this lack of wan¬ 
der-lust, is the lack of desire to 
drive. Now you might say that 
the two go hand in hand, but 
being able to drive is more and 
more important in today’s 
world. Not least as some jobs 
require it and mobility is often 
important for those that don’t. 

And living at home may offer 
the chance of the free use of a 
car. Insurance is a problem, as 
it is becoming prohibitively 
expensive to insure learner and 
new, young drivers, particularly 
if you car is anything more 
powerful than a small scooter. 


My wife was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised when she inquired as to 
the insurance for the 17-year-old 
on a provisional licence on her 
mini to know that it was only 
£450 until she realised that it was 
the cost for one month and not a 
year. But even so you would 
think most youngsters would be 
dead keen to learn to drive. 

We are receiving more and 
more applications from young 
people who want to be journal¬ 
ists who do not have a driving 
licence. Story-getting could be 
quite limited if you are relying 
on the local bus service to get 
you about. 

In our family we do have a 
second job each as taxi drivers, 
fetching and carrying various 
children in a way that my par¬ 
ents would never have done. 

I half expect our junior 
reporters to badger their mums 
into driving them to a story. 

Kids today have parents of the 
1960s and 70s and as such we 
are cooler than they could ever 
aspire to be. We are obviously 
good to be around, and, with 
better music collections, a 
fridge full of beer and a regular 
taxi service, why would they 
want to leave. It would be nice, 
though, if sometimes they 
could drive us to the pub.

Police search for pair 
after student stabbed

A STUDENT was stabbed in his 
chest and arms by two men in 
broad daylight. 

The incident happened on 
Monday at around 2.50pm as the 
victim made his way to his his car 
which was parked in Essex Close, 
Luton. 

He started to feel uncomfortable 
after being approached by two 
men who tried to engage him in 
conversation. 

Believing the men were about to 
rob him of his laptop, he decided 
to get into his car and sit on his 
computer. At this point he was 
attacked and suffered stab 
wounds to his chest and arms. 

He was taken to Luton & 


Dunstable Hospital for treatment 
to his injuries. House to house 
enquiries have been made and 
Scenes of Crime Officers have 
attended the scene to complete a 
forensic examination. 

The officer in charge of this 
investigation, Detective Sergeant 
Louisa Glynn, is keen to trace 
anyone who may have informa¬ 
tion relating to the two men 
responsible for this incident. 

The first attacker is described as 
a white man with ginger unkempt 
hair, 5’4” tall, approximately 18 
years old and wearing a blue 
jumper and black jogging bot¬ 
toms. 

The second is described as a 
dark skinned black or Asian man 
who was taller than the first 
offender, 18 years old and wear¬ 


ing a black hooded top with 
Jamaican colours gold and blue 
stripes on it. 

DS Glynn said: “This incident 
happened in broad daylight and 
the victim has had to undergo 
hospital treatment but is now 
recovering. 

“I would appeal to anyone who 
saw two men matching the 
descriptions given in the area on 
Monday afternoon to contact the 
police.”

Andy gets MBE and 


FORMER Bedfordshire 
Police Superintendent 
Andy Martin was last 
month awarded an MBE 
for his services to 
policing. Reporter 
LAUREN ARCHELL 
spoke to him about 
being chosen to receive 
the honour and his 
career highlights. 


EX-SUPERINTENDENT Andy 
Martin has seen it all. 

Since joining Bedfordshire 
Police in 1981, the former senior 
officer has led the policing oper¬ 
ation during last year’s English 
Defence League and United 
Against Fascism marches and 
headed the collaboration pro¬ 
gramme for the Uniformed 
Protective policing units. 

But, Mr Martin, 53, said that the 
proudest moment of his career 
was receiving an MBE from The 
Prince of Wales at Buckingham 
Palace last month. 

He said: “I am privileged to 
have been awarded this honour, 
and I am incredibly proud that 
my career has been recognised in 
this way. 

“It was a complete surprise 
when I found out I would be 
given the MBE, but I must share 
it with my colleagues within 



Bedfordshire Police and from 
partnering agencies as I could 
not have achieved it without 
them.” 

Alfred Hitchcock, Chief 
Constable of Bedfordshire Police, 
wrote a citation for Andy in sup¬ 
port of him receiving the MBE, 
which read: ‘He (Andy Martin) is 
a rare breed of officer, held in 
high regard by the rank and file, 
his peers and all senior officers. 

‘He goes about his work in a 
humble, quiet and unassuming 
manner, galvanising support 
through the compelling nature of 
his analysis and flawless 
planning.

This, he says, was one of his 
greatest challenges. 

He said: “There are so many 
things that need to be taken into 
account, and there is a lot of 
intelligence work that goes into 
planning an operation like this. 

“We had to gather intelligence 
on how many people were 
expected to attend, negotiate 
routes with the protesting parties 
and limit the effect of the protest 
on the town. 

“Despite concerns from local 
business in the town centre 
about this march and the risk of 
violence, there was not one win¬ 
dow broken. 

“The day passed peacefully and 


we received national recognition 
in the press for the way in which 
the operation was carried out, 
which I’m very proud of.” 

Despite retiring last year, Andy 
has continued to work within the 
police service, initially undertak¬ 
ing a role as developmental 
training manager, which allowed 
him to pass on his wealth of 
experience to help with the train¬ 
ing of colleagues. 

However, when an opportunity 
arose to be a part of the security 
team for the London 2012 
Olympics, Andy decided to apply. 

He has since been accepted and 
is now a venue security manager 
in Coventry, working to ensure 


the safety of The City of Coventry 
Stadium and hotels that will be 
used during the Olympic games. 

He said: “I couldn’t miss the 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
play a role during the Olympics. 

“The job enables me to use the 
skills I’ve acquired during my 
time as a police officer to make 
sure the athletes and public are 
kept safe during the games.” 

Reflecting on his time in the 
police force, Andy said that the 
job has changed dramatically 
and there will be further changes 
to come, particularly in relation 
to cuts. 

He said: “There are two 
changes I’ve seen; the amount of 
legislation that has come in that 
police officers have to be aware 
of and work under, and the cut¬ 
backs that are having to be made 
to save money. 

“It’s a very difficult time, but I 
think that the collaboration work 
that Bedfordshire Police are 
undertaking with Hertfordshire 
Constabulary and 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
will be key in the future.” 

While many might think that 
Andy would be looking forward 
to a well deserved rest once his 
role within the Olympic security 
team comes to an end, he 
revealed that he had his eye on 
other roles. 

He said: “I will be taking a 
break, but as I’ve done all the 
work on the house it might be a 
bit quiet. I’m sure most of that 
break will be thinking about what 
I’m going to do next.”

BEDFORDSHIRE Police have 
closed down a cannabis factory 
containing 50 mature plants 
that had been set up in a 
Dunstable house.

On gaining entry, officers dis¬

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Fraudster is told 
to pay back £23k

A MAN has been found guilty of fraudu¬ 
lently obtaining benefit payments of 
£23,000 over 15 years. 

Adesh Kumar, 39, of Halfway Avenue, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to three counts of 
benefit fraud at Luton Magistrates’ Court. 

The court heard how Kumar had 
claimed housing benefit from the council 
between April 1996 and October 2001, 
but failed to declare he owned a property 
which he rented out and that his landla¬ 
dy was, in fact, his mother. 

Benefit claimants have to declare in full 
their financial and property interests 
when claiming housing benefit, and are 
not entitled to claim housing benefits 
when living with a close relative. 

Kumar fraudulently obtained benefit 
payments of more than £23,000, and 
must now repay all the money to the 
council. 

After pleading guilty, he was sentenced 


to a 12 month Community Order with 12 
months Probation Supervision and a six 
month curfew from 8pm to 6am. 

Cllr Robin Harris said: “There is a strict 
criteria for housing benefits. 

“If claimants are not totally honest 
when they complete a benefits form, or 
they don’t tell the council about any 
changes in their financial or personal cir¬ 
cumstances, the entire benefits system 
for this country will collapse. 

“The system isn’t there for free hand¬ 
outs.”

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Thousands of call-outs 
made to false fire alarms

NEARLY half of all 999 fire calls 
made in the space of one year 
turned out to be false alarms. 

Hoax calls and automatic 
alarms triggered by other causes 
featured among the 2,500 made 
to Bedfordshire and Luton Fire 
and Rescue Service between April 
2011 and March this year. 

The service is called to false 
alarms every day of the week, with 
crews attending more than 200 
unnecessary incidents on average 
each month in this period. 

A freedom of information 
request to the service revealed 
that one of the most common 
causes of fault is over-sensitive 
alarms which are triggered acci¬ 
dentally when there is no smoke 
or fire, and calls made by 
wellmeaning members of the 
public when the service may not 



be needed to deal with the situa¬ 
tion. 

The highest recorded number of 
false calls last year was in the 
peak fire season in the summer 
when in fuly, firemen and women 
attended 251 reports. 

In September Luton on Sunday 
reported that the Bedfordshire 


and Luton Fire and Rescue 
Service was looking at how to 
respond differently to automatic 
fire alarms (AFAs) after it was 
revealed only one in 10 calls were 
actually fires. Figures also found 
that around one in four of the call 
outs between 2010 and 2011 were 
false alarms as a result of AFAs. 

A spokesman for the fire service 
said: “The Fire and Rescue 
Service’s commitment is to help 
save people, and we will always 
respond to anything that we 
believe to be an emergency inci¬ 
dent, unless there is very good 
reason to believe that it is not. 

Inevitably, there will always be 
occasions we’re called to deal 
with something that turns out not 
to be an emergency. 

“There are also occasions when 
we receive deliberate or mali¬ 
cious false alarm calls, which are 
a criminal offence, and which can 
result in prosecution.” 


Uni halls damaged after grill pan blaze 


FIREFIGHTERS were called to a 
blaze in the University of 
Bedfordshire halls of residence, 
which was caused by a grill pan 
fire. 

Three appliances were called 
to the flats in Park Street, Luton, 
on Wednesday at 7pm to find a 
ground floor kitchen well alight. 


Firefighters in breathing appa¬ 
ratus used hose reels to extin¬ 
guish the blaze before ventilat¬ 
ing the building to clear it of 
smoke. 

A spokesman for the university 
said: “A student living in the 
University of Bedfordshire’s 
Park Street halls of residence 


accidentally caused a grill pan 
fire while cooking on 
Wednesday. 

“Luton Fire Service attended 
the scene and quickly extin¬ 
guished an oven fire. 

“The kitchen has some minor 
smoke damage and there were 
no injuries.”

• Effective - this means deliverable (with no barriers, and with partners who are signed up to 
proposals); coherent with strategies of neighbouring authorities; flexible to change. The 
document should be able to be monitored, showing who is responsible for delivering the policies 
and proposals and when they will happen. 

• Consistent with national policy - or if there is a departure from it, it must be justified. If your 
representation relates to more than one Test of Soundness, please be clear which parts of your 
comment relate to which test.

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DONS SWITCH: Curtis Osano 

Osano opted for wrong 
club, says Luton director 


CURTIS Osano would have been better 
off staying at Luton instead of switch¬ 
ing to AFC Wimbledon, that’s the view 
of Luton Town technical director Lil 
Fuccillo after the defender left for the 
League Two outfit this week. 

The right back was out-of-contract 
along with 14 other Hatters and while 
Dan Gleeson, Danny Crow and Shane 
Blackett were this week told that their 
services were no longer required, the 
departure of the Kenyan-born man 
came as a shock. 

Fuccillo said: “He’s signed for 
Wimbledon and I don’t think he’s 
signed for much more [than Luton 
were offering], which surprises us, 
because, no disrespect, I think he’d 
have grown better with us than at 
Wimbledon. 

“He had his choice and they have a 


freedom of contract. We can go to 
another club and if a player is over 24 
we can grab them if they want to sign 
for us. 

“That’s where most clubs look, espe¬ 
cially at our level. No doubt their direc¬ 
tors have come forward and put the 
money in.” 

Osano, who joined Town last summer 
on trial after Rushden & Diamonds 
folded, became a mainstay under man¬ 
ager Paul Buckle’s reign, which began 
in March. 

Fuccillo said: “He got better and bet¬ 
ter as the season developed and in the 
time that I’ve been here I think he 
improved. 

“I’ve got to be honest, he wasn’t one of 
my favourites when I walked in, but I’ll 
give him his due, he worked harder and 
Paul got something out of him.”

From Russia 
with love but 
Ukraine race 
hate is a fear 


Gray hopes Moscow match goes without hitch 
as concerns grow over abuse at Euro showpiece

ANDRE Gray doesn’t think his 
England C team will be subject to 
racist abuse in Russia on Tuesday 
but fears the issue could dominate 
the European Championships in 
neighbouring Ukraine this 
summer. 

As the Luton striker prepares for 
his own Eastern bloc odyssey in the 
International Challenge Trophy, 
the build-up to the elite continen¬ 
tal competition, which starts on 
Friday, has been mired in concerns 
about safety and discrimination in 
the ex-Soviet nation. 

Sol Campbell recently warned 
black and Asian fans not to risk 
going to the country. On BBC’s 
Panorama programme - which 
showed fans assaulting Asian sup¬ 
porters, taunting black players and 
using Nazi salutes - the former 
Arsenal defender urged England 
followers to, “stay home, watch it 
on TV., don’t even risk it”. 

Manchester City and Italy striker 
Mario Balotelli has also threatened 
to walk off the pitch if he suffers 
taunts from the stands, while the 
families of Arsenal and England 
youngsters Theo Walcott and Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain have ruled out 
travelling to watch games altogether. 

Gray flew to Russia on Friday 
ahead of the non-league England 
side’s cup clash in Dynamo 
Moscow’s Khimky Arena. The coun¬ 
try has also been embroiled in racist 


controversy this year as Congolese 
former Blackburn defender Chris 
Samba spoke out after a banana 
was thrown at him while playing 
for Anzhi Makhachkala against 
Lokomotiv Moscow. 

Gray, who could win his first 
international cap against Russia, 
said: “I’m not worried about it. I’ve 
never come across racism at all and 
it’s never happened to me, but it’s 
not right. It doesn’t matter what 
race you are, we are all in the same 
world together, so I don’t see why 
there are problems.” 

The forward says he’ll be watch¬ 
ing the European Championships 
after he returns home from 
England duty, but is concerned 
about the problems highlighted in 
this week’s Panorama programme. 

He said: “I think it will be tough 
for a lot of the teams because of 
what is happening over there. 

“I don’t think they’ll be able to 
stop it.” 

But for the 20-year-old, who 
scored in a 4-0 training ground 
warm-up match against a British 
Universities side on Thursday, his 
focus is on pulling on the England 
jersey to help soothe the pain of 
Luton’s play-off final heartbreak 
against York City. 

“As soon as we lost [at Wembley] I 
just wanted to get back out there 
and play because it takes your 
mind off of it,” he said. “It will 
always be in the back of my mind 
until the end of next season. I’ve 
just got to put the play-off final in 


the back of my thoughts now and 
concentrate on England. 

“Everyone wants to play for their 
country. 

“I know it’s the C team but it’s a 
professional outfit, backed by the 
FA and run the same, so it’s an hon¬ 
our to play for your country. 

“It will be a proud moment and 
something to remember if I get to 
play. The last month has been the 
biggest in my career and hopefully 
there will be more to come. 

“Moving from Hinckley to Luton 
and then getting picked for the 
England team has been a massive 
change for me. 

“It’s been brilliant, but it would 
have been even better if we’d 
[Luton] have gotten promoted. It 
would have been an absolute 
dream. It wasn’t meant to be but 
I’ve had a good couple of months 
and definitely enjoyed myself.” 

Gray revealed that he and 
England C could line up against a 
team of Russia’s fledgling stars as 
they are taking the International 
Challenge Trophy seriously. 

“It will be a big thing over there 
and will be live on Russian TV” he 
said. “Apparently, this competition 
is what they’re using to start build¬ 
ing towards the 2018 World Cup. 

“As they are the hosts, I think their 
plan is for these new breed of play¬ 
ers to be challenging for places at 
that tournament. 

“I’ve just got to take everything in 
my stride and do as well as possi¬ 
ble. If I score it’s a bonus.” 


LUTON Town will start preparations for 
the 2012/13 campaign by hosting three 
Football League sides in pre-season fix¬ 
tures at Kenilworth Road. 

Championship side Ipswich Town, 
League One club Leyton Orient and 
Wycombe Wanderers, of League Two, 
will tackle Paul Buckle’s side in fuly and 
August. Wycombe, managed by former 
Hatters midfielder Gary Waddock, 
arrive on fuly 25 before Ipswich’s visit 
three days later on fuly 28. 

Orient, who finished one place above 
Wycombe in League One last season, 
complete the Hatters’ home schedule of 


friendlies a week later on August 4. 
Further fixtures are set be announced 
this week, while the Blue Square Bet 
Premier fixture list for 2012/13 is due 
for release on fuly 2.

MICHAEL Devine made his comeback from a 
seven-month lay-off with a points victory over 
four rounds against Robin Deakin, and will soon 
be in action again when he boxes early next 
month. 

It was the Luton lightweight's first fight since 
knocking out Vladimir Balaklijec inside two 
rounds back in October last year and he made 
light work of journeyman Deakin in last 
weekend's contest at the Brentwood Centre in 
Essex.

“I don’t know who they are but I know 
there are clubs chasing lots of players in 
the Conference.” 

Buckle struck upon a good forward part¬ 


nership when he paired Stuart Fleetwood 
and Andre Gray together to devastating 
effect towards to end of the season just 
gone. However, both have similar attrib¬ 
utes and Fuccillo admits that they may 
need another option up front. 

He said: “I’ll talk to Paul. It might be that 
we want a big number nine that can hold 
the ball up and use his aerial power a bit 
more than Gray or Fleetwood. But if 
you’ve got those two either side with pace 
and power then we could be a force to be 
reckoned with. 

“That’s something we’ve spoken about 
but you can’t get a cheap centre forward. 

“It be might be that a player comes on 
loan for a season from a Championship or 
League One side - that can help us out. 
We’ve got one or two names in mind, 
which I won’t divulge. 

“We need to get the balance of the team 
right. We’ve got to tinker about with it 
because there is something in the team 
which says that we are not quite right to 
get into League Two.”

declared fully fit to feature in a 5-0 
friendly win over a Tuscan select team. 

Foley said: “I wanted to prove a point, 
that I was fit to play, because from what 
I understood, I could have trained last 
week, Thursday, Friday and been 
involved in the game [against Bosnia on 
Saturday]. 

“He [Trapattoni] said there was no rush 
and we will wait to train in Italy, so I 
trained for two days in Italy and felt 
great. 

“Then all of a sudden, he pulls me this 
morning [Tuesday] just before the end 
and says, ‘You are not in the squad’, and 
that is hard to take. 

“I have done everything I can. That is all 
I can do. Words can’t really describe it. It 
was tough. The lads have been great, but 
what happened, happened, there’s 
nothing I can do about it now. I hope the 
lads go on and do as well as they can 
from the tournament.”
